PARIS, July 7.—Americans are now 
swarming everywhere in Paris, and joyous 
bands of them are met in every corner of 
the exposition grounds. No other natione 
ality shows anything like the merry ee 
thusiasm displayed by our pleasure-bent 
compatriots while “doing’’ the sideshows, 
But careful observation shows that they 
pass over the more serious features with 
perfunctory speed. It is evident that most 
Americans come here in pursuit of fun 
and diversions end not to complete thelr 
education. 

The great fad of American tourista just 
now is to organize picnic luncheons instead 
of submitting to the extortions of the exe 
position restaurants. Baskets of provisions 
are brought in the morning and deposited 
with a parcel keeper until noon, when they 
repair to one of the coquettishly verdant 
nooks abundantly provided by the pictur- 
esque tangle of buildings and gardens, and 
there. at the edge of some tiny lake, the 
seclusion of some artificial grotto or the 
coolness of some shaded lawn, and enjoy 
themselves like a fishing party im the Ad- 
irondacks.

VACHT WRECKED 
SI LIES LOST 


Family of James Corrigan 
Drown in Lake Erie. 


MILLIONAIRE OF CLEVELAND. 


WIFE, FOUR DAUGHTERS AND 
GRANDDAUGHTER. 


Vessel] Went Down in a Terrific Storm 
When Sixteen Miles Outside of 
the Cleveland Harbor. 


CLEVELAND, O., July 7.—The schooner 
yacht Idler was lost in a terrific storm 16 
miles off this port this afternoon with six 
persons ,all members of the family of James 
Corrigan, a wealthy vessel owner of this 
city aboard. The dead are : 

MRS. JAMES C. CORRIGAN, 
owner of the yacht. 

MRS. CHARLES RBILLY, aged 22 years, 
daughter of Mr. and Mts. James Corrigan. 

MISS IONE CORRIGAN, aged 2 years, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. James Corrigan. 

MISS IDA MAY CORRIGAN, aged 15 
years. 

MISS ETTA CORRIGAN, aged 13 years. 

BABY REILLY, granddaughter of Mr. 

and Mrs. Corrigan. 
Mrs John Corrigan was the only passeng- 
er aboard who was saved. ¢’. H. Holmes, 
the captain, Samual Biggam, the mate, four 
Sailors, two cooks and the ship carpenter 
were also saved. 

The yatch left Port Huron yesterday with 
the family of Mrs. Corrigan aboard and 
staried to Cleveland. Mr. Corrigan was 
Ii and left by the train. At 2 o’clock the 
storm came up and inside of five minutes 
the vacht sank. 

All the women excepting Mrs. John Cor- 
rigan and Miss Etta Corrigan were in the 
cabin when the gule came up. They be- 
came panic siricken and refused to leave 
the place. The mate implored them to 
come to the deck, but they refused. Mrs. 
John Corrigan clung to a cork sofa when 
the gale came and was saved. 

Mate Bizggam said: “It was about 2:15 
o’clock that the squal hit us.’’ He was 
relating his version of the affair to a 
sympathetic crowd in the office of the 
Lake Carriers’ Association. “The yacht 
laid down on her beam ends,’’ he continued, 
“and the water rushed threugh the com- 
panionways and in three minutes she sak. 
“Mrs. James Corrigan, Miss Ida Corrigan, 
Miss Jane. Corrigan, Mrs. Charles Reilly 
and the infant daughter of Mrs. Reilly 
were all in the salon below wnen the storm 
came on us. Capt. Holmes gave me orders 
to take in sail and I transmitted the order 
to the men. They obeyed quickly. 

“The carQain, myself and the crew made 
efforts to save the women, but without suc- 
cess. We told them the yacht was sinking, 
but they could not or would not come on 
deck. 

“IT waded into the salon when the water 
was up to my neck, but Mrs. James Corr- 
gan would not come out. She may have 
been renderéd incapable of action by fear 
and knowledge of impending doom. 

‘‘An effort was made to take the infant 
daughter of Mre. Reilly out, but Mrs. Reil- 
ly would not let the child go.” 

The mate said it was realized that noth- 
ing could be done to save those in the cab- 
in and that attention was turned to sav- 
ing those on deck. The latter, outside of 
the captain, mate and crew, were Mrs. 
John Corrigan and her daughter, Miss Et- 
ta Corrigan. The captain, myself and some 
of the crew tried to get Mrs. Corrigan and 
her daughter up on the crosstrees in the 
rigging, but the heavy sea washed us all 
overboard. 

‘For God's sake, Mrs. 
your daughter keep a tight 
rigging,’ ’’ we called to them. 
“Even as we yeiled the sea swept them 
and us overboard. Fortunateiy Mrs. Corri- 
gan had succeeded in taking hold of a cork 
lounge. She clung to it and was saved.” 
According to the testimony of several 
sailors the topsail, mainsail and jib were 
all set when the storm came up. This is 
denied by Biggam. 

Capt. James Corrigan declared tonight 


that good seamanship could have averted 
the tragedy. He is almost frenzied with 


grief. 

The Idler was a etanch yacht which Capt. 
Corrigan recently purchased from John 
Cudahy of Chicago. The survivors of the 
wreck were picked up by tusg a few min- 
utes after the accident and brought into 
this port.

When the Post-Dispatch man introduced 
himself the admiral at once explained that 
he had had a very interesting time with 
his companiors, one of whom, a bright lit- 
tle chap in a sailor suit had stopped the 
admiral a fcw minutes pefvre the arrival 
of the reporter and had asked the hero of 
Manila Bay tor hig autograph, explaining 
that he had bought a brand new pencil for 
the purpose. ‘he admiral cheerfully com- 
plied with the little fellow’s request and 
the acquainiance then made by the ad- 
miral and his companions was just ripen- 
ing into confidences when the reporter ap- 
peared. 

By this time the home of the little salior 
had been fre2ched, and touching his hat to 
Admiral Dewey, he stepped through the 
gate that ied into his house, informing the 
admiral that he would see him tomorrow, 
to which the admires signified his agree- 
ment, 

The Post-Dispatch reporter asked the ad- 
miral if he remembered Frederick Palmer, 
the New York World and St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch correspondent in China, The face 
of the admiral at once lightened up with 
pieasure. 

“Do I remember Frederick Palmer? 1 
certainly duo. 1 rememver him not only 4s 
a gentleman of education and refinement, 
but as the most painstaking, accurate and 
reliable reporter that it has ever been my 
pleasure to meet,’’ the admiral declared. 
‘He not only endeared himself to me by 
his charming personality, but to every of- 
ficer of my staff by whom he wage held in 
the highest esteem. 

“Mr. Palmer was never forward and an- 
noying, but was always gentiemaniy and 
peliie. He conscientious and careful, 
and the officers soon learred to look upon 
him more in the sense of a personal friend 
than as a newspaper man. Not only Was 
he conscientious and always reliable, but 
he was a brave man, willing to go into 
danger in order that he might personally 
witness wnat he intended to describe, and 
he was able to paint scenes most graphi- 
cally and truthfully. 

“He did not depend upon the word of 
others, but went on the scene himself and 
when he had obtained the main facts from 
observation consulted the officers in re- 
gard to the details. Having never dis- 
torted nor garbled anything he touched 
be gained the confidence of the officers, 
and thus gained the information that ho 
other reporters had. 

The confidence reposed in him was never 
violated. “‘Onlw the other day Mrs. Dewey 
read an articie from Mr. Palmer and 1 
then said to her practically what I have 
said to you.” 

“I always read h's articles with pleas- 
ure, and wich the conviction that they are 
literaliy true in every detail. Mr. Palmer 
is a gentieman of keen conception and ap- 
pears to be full of his subject before he 
aitempts to write. When the Q:ympia left 
Manila, Mr. Palmer accompanied us as 
far as Gibraltar, not on the cruiser, of 
course, but in other vessels, and the good 
opinion we formed of him tn the Mast 
only deepened on more intimate acquaint- 
ance.

DEPENDS ON ENVOYS FATE 


Ex-Minister Barrett’s Opinion of the 
Future of the Chinese 
Empire. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CANTON, O., July 7.—‘‘The fate of China 
depends on the fate of the envoys there, 


If they have been saved the world will 
more readily realize that mob rule has had 
control and the empire will be preserved. 
If they have been killed, a great power 
like Russia or Germany will demand such 
an enormous indemnity that China cannot 
pay and then control over a portion of the 
territory will be sought.” 

The words were spoken tonight by John 
Barrett, ex-minister to Siam, after he had 
been In conference with President McKinley 
several hours. 

While not posing as the mouthplece of 
the President, Mr. Barrett admitted that 
he Knows the policy of the administration. 
As outlined by Mr. Barfett it is this: The 
United States will not consent to the die- 
integration of the Chinese empire so long 
as it can morally be preserved. 

The United States will act in concert 
with other great nations in preserving or- 
der and protecting lives and property, but 
wtll go no further. 

“I believe the President still has hopes,” 
said Mr. Barrett, ‘that Minister Conger ie 
safe. He clings to the idea chat the rela- 
tions between China and the United States 
are so strong that the envoy from this 
country would be spared, even though en- 
voys from other countries be maesacred.”

BUT THAT DID NOT WIN MONEY 
FOR HIS BACKERS. 


DECLARED IT A FALSE BREAK. 


The Race Was Run Over and Then 
Pinochle Came Away and Won 
Easily. 


The racing at the Fair Grounds on Sat- 
urday afternoon was probably the most 
sensational ever witnessed at the local 
course. 

In the fifth race the flagman who stands 
on the track dropped his flag by mistake 
and all the jockeys and horses save Pin- 
ochle thought it was a race and went the 
route 

In this go Bummer finished first, Judge 
Wardell second and Banish third. 

When the horses returned to the judge’s 
Stand Judge Murphy refused to allow the 
race, but decided that it must be consid- 
ered as a faise break and that the race 
would have to be run over.

Judge Wardell, who ran sec- 
ond in the first heat, broke down in the 
run off and was unplaced, 

Speaking of his ruling Judge Murphy said: 
“There is no rule covering the point in the 
fifth race. The judges having absolute 
power over the betting, Mr. Price and my- 
seif thought best to declare all bets off. 
It has been our rule that bets must stand 
when the horses are once in the hands of 
the starter, but in today’s race the first 
result was not to be considered as a race 
(but just as a false break. ‘The horses 
going to the paddock we declared bets off. 
The trouble was ail caused by the limit 
flag man, who thought Mr, Bruen had 
dropped his flag.”’

Safely Held in an

When the Stoddard. County officials want 
to take James H. Tettaton and Milo Greg- 
ory back for either a new trial or to ex- 
ecute them, Jailer Huebler says he will be 
able to turn the prisoners over when de- 
‘mand is made. No prisoners in the jail are 
more closely guarded than are these two 
desperate men from southeast Missouri, 


who have been found guilty of murder and 
‘gentenced to death. 


Their cases are now 
pending in the Supreme Court. 

Both men are considered so desperate in 
Stoddard County that the officials feared 
that the country jail would not be secure 
hence they were 
brought to the jail here, from which an 
escape or a rescue is deemed as almost an 


impossibility. 


did escape once 
their home county, and 
they were dat liberty for 11 days. Posses 
were scouring the country for them and a 
price was on their heads. When they were 
finally recaptured the sheriff feared that 
other escape might be attemputed or a 
crowd might take it into their heads to 
force an entrance into the jail and try the 
men before Judge Lynch. It was to prevent 
either of these occurrences that they were 
transferred to the — here in St. Louls. 

The crime for which Tettaton was con- 
victed was one unusually atrocious. It was 
charged that one day during the fall of 
1898 he murdered his step-mother, two haif 
brothers and two half sisters. After they 
were dead the house was set on fire and the 
bodies were burned. This was done, it is 
claimed, in order that traces of the crime 
might be destroyed. 

ettaton denies that he is guilty of the 
crime and he is hopeful that the Supreme 
Court will reverse the finding of the lower 
nary and that he will be granted a new 
trial. 

Both of the men were seen in the 
jail by the Post-Dispatch yesterday. Tet- 
taton is a big and powerful man, 6 feet tall, 
and weighs about pounds. He is red- 
faced, freckled, has a shock of rough 
brown hair and a long red mustache. He 


ettaton and Gregory 


wears the clothing of one of the poorer 
Classes of southeast Missour! farmers. 
“No, I am not guilty of the murder of 
the people 1 am charged with.”’ he said to 
the Post-Dispatch. “‘If they give me anoth- 


did not do it. The woman who was killed 
was Malinda Jane Tettaton. She was my 
father’s second wife. The children were 
George and Ben, my half brothers, and Ida 
and Ada, my half sisters. 

“Whoever it was that committed the mur- 
der shot my stepmother through the win- 
dow. The shot must have killed her. Then 
they must have tried to burn the house in 
order to destroy the evidence. I was inthe 
house, but I do not Know anything about it, 
for I was badly hurt myself. I was struck 
on the head by someone. I do not Know who 
it was, but whoever {t was struck me witha 
gun and I was knocked unconsciaus. I man- 
aged to drag mvself out of the house and 
the people found me and carried me to a 
doctor’s hoase. At the trial this doctor 
testified that I was not so badly hurt and 
they tried to make it out that had hart 
myself on purpose to make people believe 
that I was attacked, too. I guess they must 
have convinced the jury that I had done it, 
for they agreed to hang me for it.” 

Tettaton is married and has four children. 
They still live on the farm near Bernie. 

Milo Gregory is only 23 years old. He ! 
married and is the father of two children. 
The Gregory famiiy lives in Bernie. Gregory 
is a smaller man that Tettaton. He has a 
florid complexion, red hair and if he allawed 
his beard to grow it, too, would be red. He 
is of a happy and hopeful disposition and, 
though the jury has decided that his life 
should pay the forfeit for killing a man, he 
is confident that the sentence will never be 
executed and he laughs and jests about the 
case. 

“So you want my picture, do you?’’ he 
eald to the Post-Dispairh. ‘Well, I ain't 
got any objection. Fire away. I got used to 
seeing my ‘mug’ when I was owt of jail 
last winter. It was on every telegraph po'e 
down in southeast Missour! and a descrip- 
tion and a reward printed under it. 

“They sentenced me to hang for killing 
Joe Covert. He was'’my boss and I killed 
him all] right. But it wasn’t murder. I had 


to kill him.”

NE must turn to the pages of Victor 
() Hugo to find a parallel for the case 
of Edward A. Cantley. He is an 
escaped convict, who has given himself up 
after eight years of freedom. During those 
eight years he had made of himself a new 
Man under a new name. 


He labored and prospered until he had 
won a salary of 310,000 a year, the con- 


fidence of men of finance, the 
community, the golden opinions of a church 


esteem of a 


congregation, the love of a good wife. 

All these things he sacrificed—all except 
the love of his wife; which he knew he 
could not lose—that he might return to the 
ecene of his crime to solace his dying 
mother. Or, to be precise, he was prepared 
for that lamentable sacrifice when he sur- 
rendered himself. But through the admira- 
tion and sympathy of the authorities he 
may be enabled to preserve his secret in 
the community, where, under another 
mame, he is known as an upright man. 

What that other name is, where that 
community exists, shall not be revealed 
here. The hero of this tory shall be disig- 
mated Edward Cantley. It is the real name 
of the escaped convict. How this Jean 
Valjean of real life is known in his other 
character must remain a mystery, for the 
indications are that he will be mercifully 
permitted to re to the other life—the 
mew life tha e wrought for himself so 
painfully—and thus round out his useful 
years with none to know the eéecret of his 
past. 

Of those among whom he spent his eight 
years of freedom, only one, his wife, knows 
the secret. And she is dying of consump- 
tion. Cantley will hurry to her deathbed 
from that of his mother. Gov, James Mount 
of Indiana has released him on parole that 
he may fulfill these sad offices. 

That is Edward Cantley’s retribution. 

Ten years ago he was a stenographer at 
the Long Cliff Insane Hospital, in the 
northern part of Indiana. He committed 
forgery for a small amount, was detected, 
convicted and sentenced to three years’ im- 
prisonment. 

In the penitentiary at Michigan City he 
proved an examplary convict. After two 
months as a sorter in the shoe shop, the 
warden promoted him to the office of 
stenographer , where he enjoyed more lib- 
erty of action than usually falls to the lot 


of prisoners. He was a “‘truety,””’ whose 
pledge was equivalent to the parole of a 
soldier. 

He had been stenographer nine months 
when the impulse to escape seized him. 
In a statement he has made to Gov. Mount 
he eays: 

“Through the promptings of some of my 
friends, who said I had completely ruined 
my life, and through the talk of , ‘er con- 
victs, I was led Into violating m_ pledge, 
and escaped from the prison in a wult of 
clothes furnished me by another convict,”

igan City in a westerly 4irection. along 
the shore of Lake Michigan. A tramp of 
wenty-siz miles, in constant terror of re- 
Capture, brought him into the suburbs of 
Chicago. There for two month@. he lay in 
hiding, never for a mament at ease. 

Realizing at the end of that time that 
unless he put a much greater distance be- 
tween himself and the prison he would go 
mad from apprehension, he cautiously made 
his way east. 

The name of the city in which he found 
refuge shall not be divulged. Gov. Mount, 
in supplying the Sunday Post-Dispatch ex- 
Clusively with these details, was careful 
to make that stipulation. 


Cantley looked for work and found it. He 
became ecrubber of a machine shop. He 
was;.happy and proud to be earning a 
living honestly. So faithful was he and 
so intelligent that after a short time the 
manager of the company took him into the 
collection department as stenograpier and 
bookkeeper. 


He was constantly on the lookout for 
opportunities to improve his position. After 
several months he became stenographer to 
one of the highest officials of a large east- 
ern ‘railroad. 

For three years he remained in this posi- 
tion, strengthening his connections and win- 
ning the confidence of ail with whom he 
came in contact. The ald life was like a 
nightmare to him. He tried to imagine Ed- 
ward Cantley dead. Sometimes he suffered 
agonies from the thought that he was Ed- 
ward Cantley under a mask, that he had 
no right to thé name he bore, to his free- 
dom, his friendships, his prosperity, his 
happiness, and that some day it would all 
be enatched away from him, and Edwaré 
Cantley, convict, would be born again. 

Remorse for his crime and a longing to 
male atonement had given him a religious 
tendency. He joinec a church and threw 
himself with fervor into unselfish service 
for the souls and bodies of men. But this. 
while it swallowed up its energies, did not 
make him happy. He fe:t more keenly than 
ever that he wes a sham, an Impostor. 
He reflected that those fer whom he la- 
bered would secrn him if they knew the 
truth.

Yes. Cantley fell in love. He was loved 
in return by an innccent, high-minded girl. 

Love broke the seal on his lips, tore the 
mask from his fawe. He told her all be- 
cause he could not help it—because it was 
impossible to love and not bare his soul be- 
fore those clear, true eves of hers. 

The telling made him happy for the first 
time since that night when he had fed 
from the jail. 

She loved him tn spite of his crime, loved 
him better for having made a new life for 
himself, loved him best of all for telling 
her his secret. 

She did not counsel him to denounce him- 
self. She thought he had earned a right to 
his new life, to his new self, to her. She 
et all events, Was willing to risk throwing 
in her life with his. So they were mar- 
ried, and a year later a son came to them. 

Greatly strengthened in the path of rec- 
titude, but with more staked on the 
preservation of his secret, Cantley attacked 
the problem of success with renewed vigor. 
After three years with the railroad mag- 
nate, he established himself as an independ-

Two years later a financial concern whose 
mame is a household word in the East, 
offered him the head bookkeepership of a 
department, with a saiary of $10,000 a year; 
he accepted the post. 

For two years it fell to his lot to handle 
$25,000 a month for the company, and never 
@ dollar went astray. Then the president 
of the company gave him the management 
of its affairs in the state. 

In the early part of 1896 the late Claude 
Matthews, then governor of Indiana, paid 
a visit to the city of which Edward Cant- 
ley was then a leading resident. The é¢s- 
caped convict was one of the reception 
committee. 

This encounter with the chief executive 
of his native state was too much “for 
Cantley’s self-command. Obeying an im- 
pulse that he could not resist, he took Gov. 
Matthews aside and made a full confes- 
sion, concluding with the pleading words: 

“What is to be done? Must I continue 
to wear the mask and risk discovery? Is 
there no way of squaring my account with 
justice and yet escaping exposure and the 
breaking of my wife’s heart? 

The governor, when he had recovered 
from his amazement, repiied: 

“IT would pardon you in a moment, but be- 
fore I play my part you must play yours— 
you must give yourself up.”’ 

Cantley said he would do so; but the years 
slipped by and he did not dare interrupt 
the continuity of his new life. Gov. Mat- 
thews did not forget him. When he was 
succeeded by Gov. Mount he told the latter 
of Cantley’s case and besought him to ex- 
tend clemency to the fugitive if he should 
ever surrender himself. And Gov. Mount 
promised thet he would. 

Cantley’s real retribution began with the 
discovery that his wife had been stricken 
with a mortal illness. That meant the 
crumbling of everything under his feet. 
Then came the news a week or two ago 
that his aged mother in Logansport, Ind., 
was dying. 

He had kept up communication with his 
parents, both of whom are 75 years old, but 
he had not seen them since his conviction. 
Not to visit his mother on her deathbed 
would have seemed to him monstrous. To 
go would be to court arrest. 

There was only one possible way out of 
the difficulty—to throw himself on Gov. 
Mount’s mercy. So it happened the other 
day that Edward Cantley walked into the 
governor’s office and told his story. 

It was a story already known there. The 
escaped convict was received handsomely. 
But he must fullfil his obitgation to the let- 
ter. 

“Your act of surrender will not be com- 
plete,”’ said Gov. Mount, “until you go to 
Michigan City and give yourself up to the 
warden of the prison from which you es- 
caped. When you have done that I shall 
be glad to parole you so that you may visit 
your mother.” 

This letter from Warden Shideler to Gov. 
Mount tells what followed: 

“On the night of June 14 the officer in 
charge of the prison told me he had found 
& man trying to break in Instead of break- 
ing out. I went over to the prison and 
found Edward A. Cantley, who was sen- 
tenced to this institution on Oct. 6, 1891, 
for three years for forgery, and who, as a 
trusty, violated his pledge and escaped on 
the night of Sept. 12, 1892, since which time 
he has been a fugitive from justice. 

“The records of the prison showed the 
mame and description of the man, but noth- 
ing as to the disposition of his sentence, 
whether served or not. They showed noth- 
ing as to his escape. I made a written 
statement of the affair and he then pe- 
titioned me to place him behind the prison 
walls as an escaped prisoner unt!l I should 
receive authority from you to release him. 
J] relieved him of his valuables and money 
and placed him in a cell for the night, as 
per his request. 

“Today | allowed him the use of the 
guardroom and will say that I believe him 
to be honest in his intentions, and I desire 
to congratulate you upon your fairness to 
this man, and I that you allow me 
to use this case occasionally as an illustra- 
tion of the fact that it is harder to be 
an escaped prisoner than to serve time 
manfully, and that sometimes when an es- 
caped prisoner decides to return and accept 
the consequences, if he has repented of 
his sins committed a°.d desires to keep in 
the straight and narrow way the governor 
of this great state will meet him half way 
any proposition that tends to his re- 
demption.

America’s experience with such colonists 
has hithertc been a happy one. There are 
the Finns, for example, in Michigan; the 
Donkhobors—a Russian sect of Quakers—in 
Manitoba and Minnesota, and the Russo- 
Germanic race from Odessa that has con- 
verted the little town of Eureka, 8. D., 
into the greatest primary wheat market in 
the world 

Uncle Sam is indebted to the Czar for 
these three {mportant colonies, which add 
to his wealth. 

Their situation is parallel in many ways 
to that of the Finns when the interesting 


ee Boers, if they come to the United 


civilization of the latter » ~ absorbed by 
Russia and their national customs and 
ideas were exposed to destruction. Though 
small the political part they had played 
in Europe, they had a literature and a long 
history of culture enshrined in theis an- 
cient university. 


Rather than part with these proud tradi- 
tions and submit to becoming Russianized, 
numbers of them are constantly coming to 
this country. There are entire townships 
of them in Michigan, and that state has no 
more valuable citizens. 

As for those other immigrants who have 
created the ‘“‘American Odessa,” ag Eure- 
ka, S. D., ts called, their rich farms, herds 
of sleek cattle and admirable farm build- 
ings are testimony that they have pros- 
pered. Their ancestors were Germans from 
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Wurtemberg and Baden. One hundred years 
ago the Russian government offered in- 
ducements to German farmers who would 
go to southern Russia and settle in the 
Odessa district. 

The immigrants received lands on a plan 
somewhat similar to the American home- 
stead right; they were permitted to have 
schools, churches and courts in which their 
own language was used, and the men were 
exempt from service in the army. These 
privileges were granted for © years. 

Their habits and speech became mixed. 
Many of theiy words, for instance, are un- 
intelligible to Germans. 

An attempt by the Czar to compel them 
to join the Greek Church led them to eml- 
grate to America. 

The first German-Russians settled in Bon- 


homme County, South Dakota, in 1873-78. 
In 1884 they began ta settle in McPherson 
County. In 1887 a railroad was completed 
to Eureka, which is still the terminus. The 
western part of McPherson and the larger 
part of McIntosh, EPmmans, Campbell and 
Walworth Counties are now settled by 
these people. 

Fureka is a town of about 00 Inhabit- 
ants. It controls the marketing of grain 
and stock for a radius of 65 miles. 

There are 27 warehouses and elevaters 
buying and shipping grain at Eureka, and 
at times in the fall when wheat ts coming 
in there are 30 or 4 acres of teams waiting 
to be unloaded. 

Fureka is the greatest primary wheat 
market in the world. Every one of the 
2,000,000 bushels of wheat which {ft ships 
every fall is delivered directly from the 
wagons of the farmers who raised it,

These vessels were soon full to overflow- 
ing.

To make matters worse we hed been 
vaccinated no less than four times before 
leaving San Francisco, and before feach- 
ing Honolulu we had to undergo the or 
deal once more, thus making the weak 
men still weaker. 

This, combined with eseasickness and 
heavy duty, and may be also homesickness 
and unsatisfactory food, combined to cause 
@ great deal of suffering. But the men 
stood it all without a kick. 

Everything I believe was done by the of- 
ficers of our regiment that possibly could 
be done to see the men taken care of. 

We etopped over at Honolulu several days 
and had an opportunity to stretch our legs 
and we were none too slow to take advan- 
tage of it. It is a nice city and the old 
flag fiying over the public buildings made it 
look like home. 

There is one Incident connected therewith 
which every boy in blue willl ever remem- 
ber. I refer to the old American lady who 
kept open house and gave a kind of wine 
made out of wild lotus and cakes to the 
boys. There we would go and sitting or 
lying under the tropical trees, enjoy our 
selves immensely. We could never learn 
her name, so her house came to be knowtl 
as the Soldiers’ Rest, and as such will be 
remembered by every one who was there 
and accepted her hospltality. 

We arrived at Manila Dec. 3, and on 
the next morning disembarked by means 
of the native boat called a casque, part 
wood and part bamboo. We landed just by 
the Bridge of Spain, as it is called, over 
the Pasig River, and as soon as the whole 
regiment was ashore we fell In, and with 
colors flying, band playing, people staring, 
and the boys all doing thelr utmost to see 
everything en route, we commenced our 
march to—where? 

That was a mystery no one knew, Be: 
one cared. We were here in the Philip. 
pines, close to the enemy. 

After making eeveral miles, first one come

We had good tents and good water, and 
were to remain here and rest up. 

We had two outposts, and though there 
was no enemy anywhere near us, the boys 
for the first night or two were rather 
scary, and would shoot at almost anything, 

it came to be known as “the firefly 

The men on guard at night 
mistook harmiess Ughtning bugs for a Fil- 
ipino smoking a cigaretie, and “bang!” 
wouid go his gun, and then sllence 
tut by degrees they got the better of this, 

The boys soon tired of their rest, and wa 
all longed to go to the real firing line 
from which news was arriving every day 
about regiments taking towns and cities 
by assauit. At last on Jan. B, 190, we 
broke camp and marched into Manila. We 
knew not where we were bound to or where 
we were to leave. Though we had @ notios 
that we were destined for Mindanao, and 
we were in high hopes of some fighting, as 
we had been tssuel 175 rounds of bail car- 
tridges and we were ail impatient to test 
our marksmanship. We were given the 
freedom of the city and right well we en- 
joyed ourselves, for we knew not if we 
should ever see it again.
